Lago British trade was predominant 


iAt the present moment, when, follow! 
ing the naval incident on the Yangtsie, 
the little flotilla of British shallow-draft’ 
patrol boats is\.very prominent. in the 
public eye, the following article by 
Lieut.-Commander the Hon: Ju'M. Ken- 
worthy, R.N., M.P., in“the Lanchester 
Guardian, will be read with interest. 

For_ forty years & flotilla of British 


| gunboats has patrolled the ‘great Yang- 


teze-kdang, and another flotilla the West 
River, “running fram Hongkong past 
Canton and far into the southern | Pro- 
vince of Kwangs.. Up to twenty. years 
these two great river basins, and almost 
the only foreign flags seen on these intend 
waters were flown by British merchant: 
vessels. and British men-o’-war. From 
about 1908 onwards the Japanese and 
‘Germans began to cut ‘into~ this trade, 
but. the British, position * still. remains 
commercially strong,.and on the Yang- 
taze, in particular, the great merchant 
‘and shipping house of Butterfield and 
Swire dominates the trade. 

British (Dolicy during all this ‘og 
‘period has been to send gunboats as far 
up—the—nari fable Chineag-sivers-s1-por, 
ible,—_Thep suppressed 
our Consuls in the Treaty ports, gave 


‘confidence to British merchants, and, on 


the whole, got on-well with the’Chinese 
authorities.", They do not proceed"up the 
Chinese rivers under the licence. of any 
treaty, and we. have ‘stoutly maintained 
our privileges of maintainipg.. these 
vessels of- war. Most of. them are of 
small size, from 180 to 130, tons burden, 
armed _with_two_smali_six-pounder_guns 
and so few Maxims, ‘their upper works 
armoured against rifle fire only. Though 
they have represented’ ‘ force, these in- 
dividually weak units, of ‘slow speed and 
shallow" draught, © commanded’ by young 
officers, have done their work by a com- 
bination’ of tact and«the extraordinary 


prestige in which the British have been | 


held in China, ot any rate up to recent: 
times. ‘During the great Boxer rebellion 
at the beginning of this century,the. whole, 
Yangtaze Yalley’ of 150,000,000 i abitants 
was comparatively ‘quidt, cand there ‘were 
no. outrages against foreigners of any:
